• ■ 'Capt. Hugh McKay deposed to the con- 
dition in which ho found his promises on 
returning from tlie theatre on the even-

door had been broken open and the pieces 
•of the fastenings wore on tho floor; on 
going into tho bedroom ho found the 
aecoiid drawer ii' tin- bureau partly opun 
. and the coiitent.s liangiiig over tho edijo; 
"the money was gone, §200 in bank bills 
and 824 in silver; it had been there about 
a week; prisoner know that witness had 
money for payincluindB on the west coast; 
^ as the prisoner "had not been behaving 
very well he had been discharged for a 
week before the robbery. 

Cross-examined by Mr. T. Davie for 
.• the defence— Indians had called on busi- 
ness before the robbery; they could larid 
. at the back of the house; sometimes they 
came into the kitchen; tlioy had tho pri- 
'" Vilego ■'of 'doing so; they never had the 
run of tho house; prisoner had been em- 
ployed on the schooner and not about the 
house; alway-s fastened all his windows 
before leaving the house. 

To a juror — The prisoner had the run of 
the house on a Sunday about a week be- 
fore the robbery; the money was in tho 
drawer at that lime. 

To tho court — Tho blankets wore taken 
ofl'tho bud; on putting thorn back again 
noticed that one of them was soiled as if 
some person had stopped upon it. 

Tho learned judge hero ' remarked that 
in ca.'jes of robbery people should bo very 
particular abnut noticing every thing in 
connection with them and that in tho pro- 
seuco of some person capable of judging 
their value in detecting the giiilty par- 
ties, i . 

'■•To' another juror— Intended to keep 
the prisoner all winter only that he was 
addicted to drink; had never suspected 
that he was dishonest. 

Officer Hough's evidence referred to tho 
arrest of the prisonerand the examination 
of the' foot prints on tho prosecutor's pro- 
mises. 

Sergeant Bloomfiold corroborated the 
evidence of officer Hough with reference 
tu tho foot prints. 

This closed the case for tlie prose-

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

'Times' WaBliington correspondent 
says a determined elTort will bn made 
at this session of congress to provide 
for Alaska some form of government. 
It is probable that all that is needed 
for Alaska would havo been given by 
the last congress if those who claim 
to represent reaidontH of that country 
had been rcaaonably moderate- in thoir 
request.^. Ala.ska should courts of justice 
and record. These can easily be sup- 
plied, but it would be absurd to estab- 
lish In that region — where there aro 
less than 500 white residenta — a costly 
and alaborate systom of territorial gov- 
ernment, suited as providoJ in the bill 
introduced by Senator Butler last win- 
ter. It was shown in the petition pre- 
aonted by him that a ma.ss meeting, 
although tho number of those attend- 
ing could hardly warrant the use of the 
name, was held in Hnrrisburg, Alaska, 
January 4, 1881, and in response to a 
call issued by this meeting, residents 
of soutlioastern Alaska met in primary 
assembly in their several sutlluments 
and elected delegates to a general con- 
vention. This convention was hold on 
Aug. IG, 1881, and it provided a gen- 
eral election to bo liold on September 
5tli. At this election only 30-1 votes 
were cast, of wliicli Ball received 2-tO. 
Upon tho strength of this election he 
now asks admission to the liouse as a 
territorial delegate. Those who ask 
that a complete and very cxppnsivo 
system of territorial governnaent ahull 
ijo sot up in Alaska, such as was con- 
templated in tho Butler bill, only delay 
thereby the bc.'itowal upon that coun- 
try of simpiii iirovisioiia which are 
really needed. Ball would undoubted- 
ly be of great aervico to his friends in 
Ab.aka. He 'would not ask so much 
moro than Alaska can expect to re- 
ceive. Wliy Ball should petition tho 
senate to givo him admission to the 
house is difficult to explain.
